1 1. S The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Upon cursorv review, the aDPlicanfs arguments reoarding claims 24 and 36 have been considered but thev are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that the combination of Lentz (US 5.834.692) in view of Mulks (US 5.721 .394) is improper because bv 
mounting a bracket in Lentz's receptacle (as taught bv Mulks) will make the receptacle incapable of having a foldable mode 
because the bracket would prevent the receptacle from bending. The Examiner disagrees and points out that Mulks teaches a 
non-permanent bracket that can be easilv removed from the receptacle (column 2 lines 59-65 or column 3 lines 32-39). Since 
the bracket can be easilv removed, anv time that Lentz's receptacle needs to be converted to a foldable mode the user onlv 
needs to remove the bracket and follow the next steps disclosed in the reference in order to convert the box from a fixed mode 
to a foldable mode. Therefore, the combination of Lentz in view of Mulks is proper.
